H T ; A - R - f- ,t; Eastern Tibet official figures for Chinese 
residents m the Autonomus Areas (mainly Prefectures) would 
be extremely useful, especially for Qinghai. But it will be 
several weeks before they materialise, if at all. 

Caveats: 

****** 0'sal a figures: the 2 million Chinese in T.A.R No- 
one believes this - the evidence hasn't been produced. Of 
coufse the Chinese figures are underestimates, but probably 
(people guess) by a third or a quarter. Mao Rubai's "one 
Million Tibetans" remark in September 1988 was not, in my 
opinion, useable, unless we can find out where he said it. 
Tica says Tashi Wangdi told her it was on Lhasa Radio - then 
it really would be important, because it would have been a 
Wfitten statement (unless he was doino their early morning 

^ I But my research leads only to Mao's interview 
with Mike Chinnoy of CNN in Beijing, which was widely 
syndicated in India. The "one Million" remark is not a quote 
from Mao, but an attribution to him by Chinnoy - it does not 
appear, unlike Mao's other remarks in the interview, within 
quotes. I got Ron to ask Chinnoy about it at the time arid

F :, robably most of the alleged 100,000 Chinese in Qingahi in 
1949 were in Xining, so it is unfair to use the base figure 
as though it applied to the whole province when what you 
fc'may# be talking about is (albeit massive) urban expansion. 

T.A.R. urban not rural increase: 

This is also true of the TAR. All the evidence suggests that 
Chinese presence in the TAR is a purely urban phenomenon. 
There are no Chinese in the countryside as far as anyone 
knows. It would be unwise to suggest otherwise. The only 
possibility that remains unchecked is the question of very 
large work settlements of some kind where there is a mine, a 
military complex being constructed, or a factory. This is 
said to be the case in Kongpo Nyitri, where the rivers meet 
and bring in the logs for turning into nmatchsticks. But 
even Dharamsala doesnt place the Chinese population there 
much above 120,000. Of course, there is plenty of evidence 
for that happening in Kham and Amdo - not much if any for 
T.A.R. It is worth looking carefully at the Pop Atlas of 
China statistics to see where the single male ratio is 
higher, and where there is a higher per centaqe of GVIAQ and 
of Industrial employment (but we should check whether timber 
felling and processing are classified as agricultural 
sidelines or as industry). By this score Nyinqchi is 
certainly worth looking at very hard: something major is 
being produced there. Interestingly, Madoi (in Qinghai) 
shows up for the same reasons even on the 1982 figures, even 
though the gold rush there is meant to have been fairly 
recent. Naturally, the figures will stillonly reflect 
permanent, registered settlers, and all these people 
involved in construetion, etc., will be temporary arrivals 
only - but they could be attracting a semi-permanent 
Chinese/Hui support structure with them, as they and the 
tourists have in Lhasa. 


Of course it is interesting to use comparative grobtfth 
figures for Qinghai, as Michael does in his 1986 article - 
the total pop increased 1982—4 and the Tibetan pop stayed at 
750,000. That could mean lots of things (emigration, low 
birth rate, not counted for census, and, yes, even Blake 
Kerr's favourite fantasy: 1007. sterilisation) , but it is 
uite interesting. The 82—84 official increases (rounded off 
lightly, please check my maths) by province are like this: 
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figures from Census, 84 from China Statistical Yearbook

So overall the total population increase is roughly 2/1 over 
the two years - but we have to be careful, in case the 
second survey used different criteria or methods to qet its 
data. The population increase rate overall in China Is now 
officially 1.27. but it was 1.47. at this period, though the 
real figure is reckoned to be closer to 2.27.. So the total 
increase in each province is not unreasonable through 
natural increase. 


$$$$$ Urbanisation 


But the urban increase is not at all even. Yunnan seems to 
have more than doubled its townspeople;; the others increased 
by roughly one half or two thirds; T.A.R. towns increased by 
only about 77.. The increase in urban population in China as 
* whole from 80 to 86 was given in 1988 by the Chinese State 
Statistical Bureau as from 207. to 377. - much higher than the 
UN figure, apparently adjusted to allow for changing 
criteria, of from 2<_>. 4 to 20.67.. This huge jump was mainly 
because in 1984 the definition of a town was changed so that 
twice as many places qualified as towns - hence part of the 
massive increases. The criteria, which for the 1982 census 
had been roughly any place with a population above 3,000 
with 707. of the labour force involved in non-agricul tu.ral 
work, were widened and in fact were applied sliqhtly 
differently in each province for the 1984 assessment. 

Since the total figure for each province has not increased 
by much more than the rate of natural increase (total 
fertility rate), the increase in urban population does not 
necessarily show that people were moving in from other parts 
of China. They reflect movement of rural people form the 
countryside to the towns within their own provinces. A lot 
of agricultural labourers were becoming unemployed because 
of the new responsibility system and so moved to towns; in 
May 1984 new rules were introduced to make it more difficult 
to move to towns, and it is still a major problem in China. 
Perhaps a little of this can be explained by the return of

***** Conclusion: 

This was the consensus of the top people I talked to at the 
conference: - there is no evidence at all for rural pop 
transfer in T.A.R., although there is plenty in Eastern 
Tibet. But there is a real tear, indeed a probability, that 
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the Chinese will at any moment decide to institute such a 
poi1icy, since it would certainly solve the problem in the 
long run, and it could not possibly cause them any further 
embarrassment since Michael and D'sala have been accusing 
them of doing it for years already. In other words the 
Chinese may (according to some policy analysts) turn 
D sala s wild accusations into a self-fulfilling prophecy. 
They have little to lose by so doing, since many people 
already believe D'sala. 

Of course, there is urban migration into Tibet; that is the 
root cause of the 87 unrest in Lhasa, according to many (1 
could give their names to you privately). But it is not 
clear that it was a deliberate policy - it was more to do 
with what you might call, loosely, economic leakage and 
residual chauvinism - sending in workers with the 43 capital 
construction projects rather than training Tibetans, and not 
restricting the influx of petty traders who saw 
opportunities as the tourist trade expanded. This is not the 
same as deliberately encouraging pop. transfer, although it 
is still damaging. 

Further notes: 

Incentives: 

Payment to Gov officials in tibet is roughly double mainland 
rates, although I know one Chinese person whose salary as a 
teacher in 82/3 was five times higher in Lhasa than in 
China, though thats exceptional. The incentives are a hang¬ 
over of Central Government efforts to combat the reluctance 
of Chinese cadres to accept appointments in Tibet - the 
Govmnt. needed them there to administer and control it, not 
to assimilate or re—populate it - and are not an indication 
of a re-settlement policy, although they are of course 
rhetorically impressive. 

The Chinese economist next to me argues that: 

a) most Chinese cadres and technicians hate going there (I 
saw a news release from Xinhua last month which announced 
that, “the plateau is short of oxygen", so perhaps its not 
surprising that they don't want to go there) 

b) salaries are more or less insignificant as a component of 
Chinese earnings: what matters in accumulating purchasing 
power is guanxi(contacts/position) and private business 
profits (also corruption profits, presumably). He cites as 
an example that a colour TV is one and a half times is 
annual salary, they get the money or the goods by other 
means. 
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This does not help your attempts tp prove that the 
Government is encouraging mass settlement in TAR through 
incentives, but it does show that what actually attracts 
Chinese, though not necessarily cadres weho probably lose 
prestige by working in the remote regions, is potential 
privte business profits. The people attracted by these 
prospects - restauranteurs, etc - are not highly thought of 
by either the Tibs or the Chinese. 

Everyone agrees that there is increasing Chinese presence in 
the towns, especially Lhasa, as there is in China, though 
they don t all agree that it is deliberate Governmnet 
policy. 

LHASA: 

These are the only available figures for any breakdown of 
town or county population by nationality; as far as I know: 
Official 1982 population for Lhasa - registered people only: 
105,866. 

Chinese Ambassador to UK said very confidently in a. TV 
interview on March 9th 1989: 

of Lhasa s population is non-Tibetan. 

(This means 42,300 out of 105,666 if we use official 82 
rrftes or 5v„6oo out of 126,000 by 1989 if we assume a 
natural increase of 27.. on those rates.) 

We also know from a statement by Borje Tsering, TAR 
Governor, in March 1989, that the authorities estimated that 
there were an additional 40,000 people in Lhasa who were 
transient., non — registered. But he didn' t say if these were 
Chinese or Tibetan, or if the figure was a year-long total 
or the total at any one time. The two figures added together 
would give 160,000 net population; 407. of that would be 
64,000 — though Ambassador Ji was most likely referring to 
the official, registered population, 

Graham Clarke, who is generally careful to use only Chinese 
or World Bank figures gave the Tibetan population "by one 
estimate in 1982" as 427. only - 50,000 out of 120*000. 
(Clarke, IDS, p4u). But since he doesn't cite a source and 
told me it wasn t an official source (though he would have 
to say that even if it was) as far as he could recall, 1 
don't think it can be used - its very high indeed for 1982, 
just after Hu Yac* bang withdrew 20,000 cadres ad before the 
construction workers and tourists arrived), and may just be 
a western tourist guess.

"Lhasa - Old City Renovations 

In a move which may also be of ambiguous advantage to 
Tibetans, the Chinese have announced further investment in 
the transformation of the old urban area of Lhasa." This 
included the flattening of Tibetan houses three years ago to 
make way for the "piaz:a"-sty1e square which now allows 
unobstructed views of the Jokhang Temple. The square may 
have been designed to impress tourists, but it includes two 
police stations and a flat-roofed viewing station which has 
been used frequently to monitor crowds around the temple.

"On December 6th Xinhua announced that 40 min yn had been 
spent over the last ten years in "upgrading rundown houses", 
effecting 2,400 families in Lhasa as a whole. In a figure 
which may be an important indicator of the size of the 
Chinese population of Lhasa, the news agency said that since 
19_i9 housing space in Lhasa had increased by a factor of 12 
to min sq m. The total urban area of Lhasa, it said, is 
now 40 sq km; thirty years ago it was 2-3 sq km."
